The Board of Trade, Journal 
has been telling the British public 
that from an investor's point of} 5, 
view the prospects of railway | 
development i in China are promis- 
ing. What it knows about the 
matter we should not care tosay, 
but we notice that it speaks of an 
expectation that 50,000 or even 
100,000 miles of railway will be 
built-in China within the next 
quarter of, a century. - As to who 
it is that “ expects” this develop- 
ment, nothing is said. In any. 
case, a quarter of a century. is a 
little too far abead to make us 
very enthusiastic about’ setting 
aside some of: our hard- 
earned money to put into 
there railways-to-be. We have not 
heard anything ot late to suggest 
that there is a serious movement 


.on foot’ to provide China with 


these railways which sbe so 
badly needs. But we will grant 
that if this question is properly 
taken‘ up and dealt with on 
sensible lines, there should bee 
at ‘opening for - European 
capital. To make” that prospect 
anything else but a hazy dream, 
China will have to give evidence 
that. she’ wants.

Sir,—In your leader of yester- 
dav re house rents, you quote 
“three-roomed flats af $140 and 
$150 per mensem, ‘with no garden 
or grounds of any kind.” Such 
‘instances are, happily, very rare 
and I might.- say that - there 
are not- more than one dozen 
three roomed flats at $140 


or $150 per month in Kowloon. } 


Moreover, these flats, and others 
ranging from $100 upwards, are 
fitted with every modern conven: 
ience and, as Hongkong is not a 
modern place, those who require 
such conveniences must expect to 
pay: for them. . In compansion to 
other flats here the rents are not so 
excessive and, after all, the occup-’ 
jers are not the class of people to 
whom high rents are a terrible 
inconvenience. IfI might, I would 
say that, quoting such isolated 
oases only. tends—to increase 
rents. - After all there are. many 
five and six room houses both on 
the Peak and in Kowloon, with, 
in some instances, a-tennis court 
and in practically all others a 
pice garden i in front, that rent at 
$120 per month. T could quote 
one terrace on the Peak where the 
houses (five. rooms) rent at $90 
per month. 

The chief source of the trouble 
lies in the fact that many people 
cannot afford. to pay $100 
or: £120 for house ‘rent 
alone’ when ferry, ricksha,. tram 
or, chair fares add to this sum 
another $30 or $40 monthly. All 
the people in Hongkong are not 
|wealthy, and even $150 is a huge 
sum from the ordinary man’s 
salary if he has a family-here. 
Very many people .are . thus 
compelled to. -take half 
a house ora two-roomed flat.with- 
out modernsanitary conveniences. 
The rent for these flats is $75 per, 
month and I could quote instances 
of a man and and his wife and 
child living i in a two-roomed flat. 
and paying this rent. There is 
inconvenience if you like, and at 
@ price too, -
